STRIKE OVERCOME 


Berlin, July 7.—Berlin’s supply 


lines were 


restored to normal today for the. first time in 14 
months of blockade. and labour strife, the Allied 


authorities disclosed tonight. 


The railway system 


has overcome the effects 


of the five-week strike, whch nullified the lifting 


of the Sovict blockade. 


Seventeen loaded gopds trains 
entered Western Berlln yester- 
day, and 11 departed, This was 
the pre-blockade average. 

The rail system has been 
carrylng a dally average of 
13,000 tons of supplics into the 
Western sectors since last weel- 
end, 

Trucks delivered a total of 
27,600 tons from West Germany 
fo West Berlin last week and 
canal barges brought: another 
23,369 tons. . 

The Allied airlift is averap- 
ing 8,000 tons a day.
